John Dunan stated he left London for Dublin 
with his brother at the end of January, 
object being to avoid service in the Army. He 
produced a birth certificate showing his brother 
was born in 1897, and not, therefore, liable to 
service. 

The Magistrate over-ruled the objection, and 
handed over John Dunan to the military escort, 
remanding his brother on a point as to his 
liability to service.

(FROM OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDENT IN IRELAND.) 

An Irish Command Order directs that, owing to 
the urgent importance of economising in petrol, 
journeys will not be undertaken by motor car where 
the point of call is within 4. miles of the starting 
station. Such journeys will invariably be andertaken 
by rail where railway facilities exist, unless the 
previous sanction of the General Officer Command- 
ing-in-Chief has been obtained for a motor car to 
be used. 

Major E. St. G. &mith, Royal Dublin Pusiliers, 
has been appointed to command the 10th Battalion 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, in succession to Lieutenant-

Major H. P. O'Hara, Second in Command of the 
10th Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers, has taken up 
a similar appointment in the 11th Reserve Battalion 
Royal Dublin Pusiliers. 

Captain BR. J. H. Shaw, Unattached List, has been 
appointed Assistant Press Censor at Irish Command 
Headquarters. 

It has been decided that-the promotion of officers 
in the Machine Gun Corps will také the form of 
temporary rank only, and will be carried out on four 
General Lists (Infantry, Cavalry, Heavy, and Motor). 
A epecial establishment has been issued as regards 
“Heavy.” In the case of the others 50 per cent. 
of the officers graded as instructors, or commanding 
squadrons, companies and batteries, may be granted 
the rank of major, the remainder to be captains. 
Similarly 50 per cent. of the establishment of 
subalterns will be lieutenants. Officers who attain 
the temporary rank of major in the Machine Gun 
Corps will be eligible for promotion to command a 
regiment or battalion, according to the branch? of 
the service to which they belong, and a major who 
becomes next for promotion te the command of 4 
tegiment or battalion in his permanent unit will 
rejoin it forthwith if recommended for promotion.

FEIS PRIZE-WINNERS’ 
CONCERT. 


An open-air concert in the heart of Dublin 
must be something of a novelty, but the idea ,of 
the Feis Ceoil organisers of holding the prise- 
winners' concert in the big yard of the Central 
Model Schools, Marlborough street, Dublin, on 
Saturday was entirely a happy one. There were 
a few diversions—first a few volleys of stones 
from the adjoining back street, then the severe 


scholastic tones of the turret clock, the remon- 
strance of a bird kept up late, and, finally, as 
darkness fell, some humorous manipulation of

light-givers. Withal it was a great improve- 
ment on the sweltering halls, and, as the air 
was still, there was little interference with the 
music.

WOUNDED SOLDIERS IN 
DUBLIN. 


The hospital ship Marama, having’ on board 
479 wounded soldiers from the Western front, 
arrived at the North Wall Extension on Satur- 
day evening at about six o'clock, The vessel 


was expected several hours earlier, but was de- |: 


layed in the Bay owing to the heavy fog which 
prevailed. A large number of motor ambul- 
ances, as well as two hospital trains, were 
drawn up at the North Wall Extenscion at 2 
.m., and there was a large number of mem- 
of the Dublin Branch of the British Red 
Cross Society and St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion in attendance, as well as a party of mili- 
tary stretcher-bearers. The Irish Automobile 
Club, with their customary generosity, supplied 
an ample number of motors for the transfer of 
the wounded men, the motor ambulance of the

The entire ambulance arrangements were car- 
ried out under the supervision of Dr. Lumsden. 
There were in all 479 wounded men on board 
the Marama, all of whom sustained their 
wounds in the recent heavy fighting. The ship 
had an uneventful voyage, in ca weather, 
from Havre: Within an hour of the ship’s ar- 
rival at the North Wall the special hospital 
trains were despatched for Belfast and Cork, 
each train having on board 20 cot cases and 120 
sitting cases. The Dublin cases were sent to 
the following hospitals:—Wheeler’s Hospital, 
3 officers; Richmond Hospital, 20 men; Mater 
Hospital, 10 men; Jervis Street Hospital, 15 
men; Mercer’s Hospital, 8 men; Adelaide Hospi- 
tal, 10 men; Meath Hospital.

CALL FOR AUSTRALIAN 
PREMIER. 


The women’s war procession took place in 
London on Saturday afternoon, and, favoured 
by splendid weather, caused the assemblage of 
huge crowds in the streets through which it 
passed. The demonstration, the detailed scheme 
of which was drawn up by Miss Christabel Pank- 
hurst, was 'ribed as non-political, bat it was 
admitted the keynote of the whole thing was 
the desirability of bringing Mr. Hughes, the 
Prime Minister of Australia, into closer touch 
with the home authorities, and of getting the 
benefit of his vigour and determination by mak- 
ing him a member of the War Council. The 
demonstrators were satisfied with an appealing 
procession through some of the principal streets 
of the West End. There were no speeches, and 
no resolutions were passed. The procession was 
divided into about a dozen sections, but the 
“ Hughes keynote” was struck by a number of 
a rg inscriptions on banners, such as 
“ Wanted immediately—Hughes on War Coun- 
oil”; “ Hughes is needed here and now”; 
“* Come back, Hughes ”; “ Everyone but pro- 
Germans wants Hughes back.” Wreaths were 
deposited in Trafalgar square. Interested spec- 
tators of the procession were Mr. Lloyd George 
and members of his family, Mr. Churchill, and 


Mr. Samuel. The War Minister was enthusiasti- | 
cally cheered by the demonstrators. | 


PEACE RUMOURS IN 
PALESTINE.

THE SHACKLETON 
EXPEDITION. 


ELEPHANT ISLAND SURVIVORS. 

The Press Bureau issues the following :— 

In view of the possibility of the failure of 
the third attempt now being carried out by Sir 
Ernest Shackleton in a small vessel to rescue 
the twenty-two men of his party left on 
Elephant Island, South Sheilands, and at his 
most urgent request, the Government have now 
decided to despatch a vessel from England as 
soon as she can be fitted out, no suitable wooden 
vessel being available in any South American 
port.

FOREIGN OFFICE MEMORANDUM 
TO UNITED STATES. 
The Foreign Office issues the following '— 
Foreign Office, July 20, 1916. 
Your Excetuency,—On May 24th the Secre- 
tary of State handed to the British and French 
Ambassadors at Washington a Note regarding 
the examination of mails on neutral ships by the 


Allied Governments. 
I have now the honour to transmit to Your 
Excellency, for the information of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, a memorandum 
examining certain specific allegations made in 
Paragraph 8 of that Note. 
As stated in the enclosed memorandum, this 
communication is not to be regarded as a reply 
to the various arguments put forward by the 
United States Government. ese are being 
carefully considered by the several Allied Go- 
vernments in consultation.

munication is merely intended to dispose of cer- 
tain statements made, with special reference to 
the conduct of the censorship by His Majesty s

MEMORANDUM. 


The reply of the Allied Governments to the 
Note addressed by the Secretary of State of the 
United States to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington on May 24th regarding the examina- 
tion of mails on neutral ships will be commun- 
cated to thé Government the United States 
as soon as the arguments contained in that Note 
have been fully considered by the Allied Go- 
vernments in consyltation. Since, however, the 
Note contains in Paragraph 8 certain specific 
instances affecting the conduct of the work of 
examination by the British censorship, His 
Majesty’s Government desire to deal with these 
instances in advance and in detail. 

In that ph ellusion is made to a large 
number of complaints of which no particulars 
are miven. Only four specific instances of these 
complaints are cited, and they are put forward 
in a form which, in the absence of any of the 
details which His Majesty’s Government have 
repeatedly asked for as necessary to identify 
and trace the occurrences complained of, makes 
it dificult to investigate them. The following 
facts have, however, ascertained in regard 
to them '— 

MAC-NIFF HORTICULTURAL COMPANY, 

NEW YOR 


It is stated that the shipping documents re- 
lating to perishable goods for this firm were re- 
moved from the New Amsterdam, Costerdijk, 
and Rotterdam. The mails on these three ships 
were removed for examination on February 10th, 
February 17th, and February 25th respectively. 
The mails from the New Amsterdam were for- 
warded again, part hy the Cedric on February 
17th and part by the Lapland on February 25th. 
The mails on the Costerdijk were forwarded by 
the Lapland on February 25th. The mails from 
the Rotterdam were forwarded, part by the 
Cameronia, sailing March 4th, and part by the 
Cedric, sailing arch Sth. It was not until 
March 22nd that a Note was received from the 
United States Ambassador, enclosing a copy of a 
letter from the Mac-Niff Horticultural Company, 
and stating that the company anticipated diffi- 
culties of this kind in regard to their shipments, 
the first of which was due to arrive about the 
beginning of March. The possibility of prevent- 
ing such losses to neutrals was considered by 
His Majesty’s Government immediately on re- 
ceipt of the Ambassador’s Note, and on April 
14th a reply was sent to His Excellency offering 
to place a special censorship staff at ports of 
call in order to examine separate mail bags, 
labelled “ Shipping Documents,” and to re 
forward such documents by the same ship with- 
out unloading them with the rest of the mail. 
It will, therefore, be seen that, when specific

efficiency of the British censorship, which the 
Government of the United States have put 
forward in their Note. His Majesty’s Goverp- 
ment will always be ready to explem in detail 
the working of the censorship, as there is 
nothi in. regard to it which they desire to 
conceal. His Majesty's Government desire to 
emphasise most strongly the fact that they 
have had many instances of complaints against 
their censorship, which, on examimstion, proved 
to arise from the wrong direction of letters, the 
irregular seilings of neutral mail boats, such 
as the Dutch boats, during the week following 
the sinking of the Tubantia, and from other 
similar causes entirely outside the contro] of 
His Majesty’s Government, and often directly 
due to the action of their enemies. They are 
obliged, therefore, to disclaim responsibility for 
occurrences complained of, until they have first 
been given the opportunity of investigating 
such oecurrences in detail.

The conference of tlie clergy of the diocese, 
which was held by the Bishop of Tuam on Wed- 
npesday im Ballina, was successful) both im 
respect to the numbers attending it and in the 
character of the proceedings. After @ celebra- 
tion of Holy Communion, the Bishop of Tuam 
gave an wteresting and practical “address, 
mainly in reference to the forthcoming Na- 
tional Mission. In the afternoon papers were 
read by the Dean of Killaia; on “ The present 
effect of the war on the spiritual lives of our 
people “”; by the Rev. A. J. Pike, on “ What 
the clergy can do; and by the Rev. C. D. 
Clarke, on “ The Church and the country after 
the war.” The appointed speakers were the 
Revs. J. F. Nash, E. W. FitgBimon, and Canon 
Jackson. 

During the Confirmation tour, now just com- 
pleted, of the Bishop of Down and Conner im 
the country districts of the southern portion of 
his diocese, he confirmed 2,006 young people 
in twenty-nine parishes. The confirmations if 
the Connor Diocese took place last summer. 

The parishioners of Ettagh, Diocese of 
Killaloe, have erected a handsome window in 
the chancel of Etteagh Church m memory of 
the late wife of the Rev. Canon Lee, D.D., 
rector of the parish, who died in Jume, 1915, 
The Rector returns his grateful thanks to the 
parishioners for this jpuching mark of their 
sympathy. 

The Rev. M. Williams, the newly-appointed 
Incumbent of St. Lukes, Belfast, will be in- 
stituted to that parish‘ to-morrow, at 8 p.m.

The Government of the United States appear 
to insinuate that the delay in this company's 
mails to Christiania was directly connected with 
the fact that a British competitor obtained a 
contract for which that company had been ten- 
dering. His Majesty's Government are astonished 
that such an insinuation should be made. They 
are the more surprised at it as the complaint 
from the Underground Cable Company clearly 
appears not even to have been adequately ex- 
amined. The contracts alluded to are presum- 
ably those recently made by the Christiania 
Municipal Electricity Works. Out of seven con- 
tracts placed by these works, of which His 
Majesty's Government have record, 
allotted to American firms and only two io 
British firms, and, in spite of the extremely 
dangerous nature of conmgnments of copper to 
Scandinavia, in view of the German attempts to 
obtain that article through contiguous countries, 
His Majesty's Government went out of their 
way to take all possible steps to facilitate 
the despatch from the United States to Nor- 
way of the goods necessary to execute the 
American contracts, including 206,000 kilograms 
of electrolytic copper wire, 10,800 kilograms of 
electrolytic copper, 12,000 kilograms of copper 
tubes, and 10,800 kilograms of copper sheets 
and bars. Of the two orders placed with 
British firms, one smal! one was placed on 
February 2nd, 1916, and the other; for a larger 
amount, on April 8th, 1916. In this latter case 
the call for tenders was issued on February 
Mth, the date specified for closing being noon 
on March 30th, and the British firm tendered 
on March 17th. As the first direct inward- 
bound mails from the United States for Scan- 
dinavia on ‘ships passing round the north of 
Scotland, removed for examination by the 
British -censorship, were those on the Hollig 
Slav, which called at Kirkwall on March 28th, 
it is diffeult to understand the assertion made 
by the United States Government that, owing 
to the detention by the British censorship of 
the Standard Underground Cable Company's 
tender, the contract was, “after weeks of 
waiting,” awarded to. a British competitor; 
and, in the absence of further details, it can 
only be concluded that the American company's 
tender never pessed through the hands of ‘he 
British censor, or that it related to a contract 
which was not awarded to a British firm.
